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To  every  one  who  feels  an  interest  in  the  moral  and  religious 
improvement  of  Ida  fellow-creatures,  the  following  brief  details, 
with  regard  to  a  very  important  portion  of  the  North  American 
Colonies,  are  priesented  vdth  much  respect  and  confidence. 

JTke  Province  of  Nova  Scotia  was  erected  into  an  Episcopal 
See  in  1787,  and  the  established  religion  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land thus  assumed  there  that  prominent  and  permanent  character 
to  which  it  Is  so  well  entitled,  both  by  the  soundness  of  its  doc- 
trines aind  the  Godly  excellence  of  its  Liturgy  and  Discipline. 

To  preserve  those  doctrines,  and  that  Liturgy  and  Discipline, 
in  their  unabated  purity,  it  seemed  ne<;essary,  at  the  same  time, 
that  the  m^fiis  of  a  right  rdigioua  education  should  be  provided 
both  for  those  who  were  to  teach,  and  those  who  were  to  be  taught 
the  holy  principles  of  our  Chwrch^that  so  they  might  live  and 
die  in  die  faith  and  hope  of  their  forefathers.

Anofficial  Rq)ort,  just  received,  shews  that  in  one  of  the 
five  Provinces  whichare  included  within  the  Diocese,- only  six- 
teen Clergymen  are  scattered  over  the  itnmensc  extent  of  27.000 
Muare  miles,  where  the  population  !•  increasing  wonderfully  * 
every  y«ir.     The  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel 
has.  at  this  moment,  occasion  for  niore  than  fifty  additional
